Murder and Terror

rare among real and would-be economic royal- 
ists.” 

The president of the American Cyanamid Co. is W. B. 
Bell, who was chairman of the Republican Finance Com- 
mittee during the election campaign. 

The call for the assassination of the President made 
by an American Cyanamid official echoed sentiments ex- 
pressed in an anonymous letter in the Tory New York 
Herald Tribune three months after the election. The letter 
declared: 

“Since the brilliant discovery has been seem- 
ingly made that in an ‘emergency’ the Constitu- 
tion might be changed without recourse to the 
legal means provided therefor, will some kindly 
‘adviser’ of the White House point out that the 
late Huey Long, for example, found that in an 
‘emergency’ public officials might also be changed 
without recourse to the legal means provided 
therefor!” 

What these Liberty Leaguers are ‘proposing to do is 
10 nullify the results of the election—the votes of more 
than 27,000,000 Americans—by force and violence. Dur- 
ing the campaign last year there was some subterranean 
talk aléng this line. Father Coughlin even blurted it out 
with his famous “bullets instead of ballots” speech. 

For a short time after the election, however, Big Busi- 
ness pretended to accept the verdict of the American peo- 
ple. But now it has become clear that its murderous plans 
have not been given up. 

In a front-page editorial the day after the publication 
of the McClure Syndicate item the Daily Worker asked: 

Are the leaders of Big Business plotting the 
assassination of President Roosevelt?” 

We ask this question again. We ask it not merely 
because all our information, gathered from persons in 
close touch with Wall Street circles, points to an intensifi- 
cation of this assassination talk. We ask it because today 
the plottings against the President and against American 

democracy go hand’ in hand with the rise of vigilanteism 
throughout the country. 

Yesterday’s New York Times, in a Detroit dispatch 
by F. Raymond Daniell, furnishes abundant proof of the 

serious menace of this new Black Legionism. 

Daniell is no friend of labor. His articles from Detroit 
are full of venomous attacks on the C.LO. and obvious 


employer-inspired propaganda. All the more significant 


therefore are the facts he presents about the strikebreak- 
ing vigilante bands that are now being fostered by the 
auto companies. 

“In scores of cities and towns,” he wriics, “committees 
of vigilante leaders meet secretly once or twie a week in 
cellars and in homes with drawn shades to plan their 
strategy.” 

He quotes a-vigilante leader as telling him that 
“another widespread shu!“own of the automobile 
factories would provoke ‘the greatest merch on 
Washington this country has ever seen.“ Its pur- 

pose, he said, would be to force Congress to repeal 
the Wagner Act, which many anti · unionists blame 
For all their troubles. se i 
“What has begun simultaneously in many cities 
ads local ‘law and order’ groups, he said, had spread 
out into county-wide, regional and state-wide or- 
ganizations. Conferences had been held secretly to 
effect a national organization under a single head, 
according to this vigilante spokesman.” 

This vigilante leader told Daniell “that he had just 
returned from a conference in New York with one of the 
motor magnates.” 

j Daniell also reports that the Ford Motor Co. is the 
center of much of this vigilante activity, with members of 
the American Legion and Veterans of Foreign Wars being 
recruited as an army of strikebreakers. 


In today’s Daily Worker, Art Shields, our special 
correspondent in Detroit, gives startling information con- 
cerning the activity of the Legion chiefs in fostering this 
vigilante movement. 


The Knights of Dearborn has also been revived, ac- 
cording to Daniell. This outfit was organized in 1933 “to 
combat Communism,” and is believed to have been an 
auxiliary of the Black Legion. Its first president was Verne 
Doonan, at that time a member of the Dearborn Safety 
Commission and right-hand man of Harry Bennett, head 
of Henry Ford’s private secret service. The present leader 
of the Knights of Dearborn is Sam Taylor, a foreman in 
the Ford plant. 

Daniell declares that the Friends of New Germany, 
chief Nazi organization in the United States, has a large 
‘group in the Ford plant. This confirms what the Daily 
Worker has charged on a number of occasions: that the 
Ford plant is a nest of Nazi agents. Fritz Kuhn, national 
leader of the Friends of New Germany, was until recently 
employed as a chemist at the River Rouge plant—and

BERLIN, June 29.—Nazi offi- 
cialdom today claimed Thomas J. 
Watson, American Liberty 
Leaguer and newly-elected chair- 
man of the International Cham- 
ber of Commerce, as one of their 
own. 

Watson, president of the Inter- 
national Business Machines Co. 
since 1914, and staunch foe of 
progress in the. United States, 
shot his arm up in the Nazi 
salute last night when Adolf Hit- N 
ler appeared. 

Other members of the Cham- 
ber, which is meeting in con- 
vention here, looked quizzically 
at Watson. 

The salute, in Nazi usage, is 
restricted to members of the Na- 
tional-Socialist Party and avowed 
sympathizers.

Eureka Starts 


The Ball Rolling 


Eureka, Cal., is only a small town with a 
population of less than 16,000. 

But it has just done something that 
looms big on the political map of the United 
States. 

The voters of this lumber town have just 
elected to municipal office four of the eight 
candidates endorsed by Labor’s Non-Partisan 
League. 

In their initial attempt at independent 
political action, the progressive forces have 
elected one councilman, the city attorney, the 
city clerk, and the superintendent of streets. 

Of the successful candidates, two, Jack 
Runner and Vincent Getty, come directly 
from the trade union movement, one, E. S.

Not all Americans who go to Spain take 
part in the fight against Fascism, A very

fingers as against the thousands who are 
ready to lay down their lives for Spanish 
liberty and world peace—have gone to Spain 
to help carry on spy and counter-revolution- 
ary activity.

Thus far, the Communist Party and Socialist Party 
of France have agreed to support the monetary meas- 
ures of Chautemps, the main objective being to land 
a knockout blow on those who would crucify the 
People’s Front on a cross of gold. But the Communist 
Party insists that the financial crisis can never be 
mastered until a democratic reform of the tax system 
is made. For the time being, Chautemps has agreed 
not to enforce higher taxes on the masses such as was 
previously proposed by raising railway fares, tobacco 
imposts and postal rates. That much is a big gain. 
Yet there has to be a more positive acceptance of the 
Communist Party’s proposals to “make the rich pay 
in accordance with the size of their fortunes and in- 
comes.” 

At is only by carrying out the program of the 
People’s Front,” declared Jacques Duclos, Communist 
vice-president of the Frénch Chamber of Deputies, 
and vice-chairman of the Chamber’s Finance Com- 

mittee, “that in our opinion will we be able to bring 
to nought all the combinations of maneuvers of re- 
action. . The nation is waiting for measures to be 
taken against big fortunes, and to ensure that large 
revenues will not escape their tax duty. We will do 
everything to ensure that the will of the nation will 
be respected.” 
e 

Some of the new elements in the present approach 
to the financial crisis in France are: The greater 
resoluteness of Chautemps; the fear of the Senate to 
precipitate another cabinet crisis; the exposure of the 
role of French finance capital, assisting the war- 
incitation of Hitler and Mussolini; the more prominent 
role of the Communist Party in relation to the gov- 
ernment; the danger at the same time of some form 
of devaluation under pressure from the Right; closer 
co-operation between France and the United States; 
and, the international monetary struggle arising from 
the French crisis. 

With regard to the latter point, it is necessary to 
mention certain British reactions. It was not acci- 
dental that on the very day Chautemps closed down 
the Paris Bourse and stopped gold payments that Sir 
John Simon, British Chancellor of the Exchéquer, had 
put through parliament an increase of the Equaliza- 
tion Fund from 350,000,000 pounds stirling to the huge 
sum of 550,000,000 pounds sterling. The Equalization 
Fund is the British Treasury’s weapon in the battle 
for international financial hegemony. We think Mr. 
Simon was protesting too much when he argued against 
any idea that there was growing antagonism between 
Wall Street and the City (finanbial center) in London. 

The fact is Mr. Simon had requested the increase 


of the Equalization Fund precisely because London 


wants to be in a position to outmaneuver its com- 
petitors and to bring greater pressure on France. 
* 

The British Tories assisted the 200 rich families of 
France to bring on the original financial crisis. which 
led to Blum’s resignation. French francs were de- 
Uberately sold on the London exchange to intensify 
panic atmosphere. Previous to that London had tried 


to create a gold crisis in the United States by stam- 


peding gold sales tg embarrass President Roosevelt. 
They wanted to glut U. S. gold reserves and undermine 
American financial stability. Fortunately both initial 
diabolical efforts were scotched. Now, however, Sir 
John Simon has brought out some heavier caliber 
— Big Berthas for an impending world financial 
= 

For the time being the struggle is taking place 
within the tri-partite monetary agreement instead of 
as a free-for-all. But the London Tories do not con- 
ceal their fear that if French Finance Minister Bon- 
net (former Ambassador to the U. 8.) is correct in his 
claim that he has come to an understanding with 
Roosevelt, Hull and Morgenthau for co-operation in 
financial matters between France and the U. S., then 
British European financial hegemony and London’s 
ability to apply pressure on the state of France's 
financial situation will be seriously curtailed. 

It will be recalled that the British Tories welcomed 
the end of the Blum government. At that time they 
expected a visit from the Nan Foreign Minister von 
Neurath. Chamberlain considered the French crisis a 


favorable omen for the success of the Nazi- Tory col- 


laboration. 


Now the London money masters fear the solution 
of the French monetary crisis with U. S. co-operation

Thus London is preparing to help the 200 rich fam- 
ilics of France by trying to prolong France's financial 
difficulties; while the U. S. appears to be making at 
least some efforts to aid-Chautemps and Bonnet over- 
come their monetary obstacles. Should Washington 
and Paris win out the consequence would be a new 
and serious obstacle to London's freedom of financial 
intrigue on the Continent.
